"How 
much am I justified in going into 
debt?” 
The answer to the query is 
not a simple one. as a whole lot de­ 
pends on the land he proposes to buy, 
what his previous experience with 
farm work has been, but more than ail 
else upon the kind of fellow7 this young, 
man is and the stuff he’s made of. lf 
he has the right qualities—Including 
industry, thrift, perseverance and good 
health—and has a strong and sensible 
wife, who is willing to share with him 
the hard work and economies incident 
to carving out a farm home, it would 
seem not beyond reason for him to 
assume an indebtedness of from $(>.000 
to $10,000. 
In one case which came 
under our notice not long since an in­ 
debtedness of $15,000 was assumed a 
dozen years ago J>.v one of these fel­ 
lows possessing the right stuff, and 
today he owns a fine 200 acre farm 
free from incumbrance. 
This success 
did not come by chance. 
It was the 
result of hard work, an exercise of 
thrift and brains, and it goes without 
saying that during haying and harvest 
he didn t spend ins time loafing around 
pool rooms and saloons. 
Another in­ 
stance of which we read the other day 
was of a young fellow7 who went into 
debt $8,000 on the purchase of 120 
acre s. 
Ile is following the safest pos­ 
sible course to pay for his farm by 
going inlo the dairy business, a spe­ 
cialty being made of a milk route. This 
man is a German by birth, a hard 
worker, 
pleasant and agreeable 
iii 
manner and calculates that ho will 
have his farm paid for in about ten 
years, provided no unforeseen trouble 
overtakes him. 
Many a young man 
would not be justified in assuming tis 
large an indebtedness as this, but he 
could tackle a smaller proposition, give 
it intensive cultivation and secure al­ 
most as large returns. 
Land cannot 
be bought so cheaply today as twenty 
or ten years ago. but this is far from 
saying that there are not lots of fine 
chances along the line of securing a 
farm of one’s own for the man who 
bas perseverance and will to succeed.

Indeed, it nev­ 
er occurred to me to save anything out 
of my scant earnings. 
I remember 
well the opening of the great fire. 
It 
was Sunday night and, though Octo­ 
ber, was very warm. 
I was playing 
craps with some boys on the street 
When the fire alarm sounded, but we 
bad had so many alarms for the past 
month that we boys paid no attention 
to it. 
Presently there was such a 
irreat glare to Hie west that we step- 
f*ed the game and went across the riv­ 
er to get a nearer view. We found tin* 
people over there moving out of their 
bouses and the streets lined with .fur­ 
niture and bedding, on which were ly­ 
ing the little children. 
“ I roamed about, enjoying the n o v ­ 
elty of the situation, till I found my- 
eelf in the track of the fire. 
I looked 
about for a way out, and, s e ein g that 
(here was but one chance, down a 
street running southward, I started to 
run for my life. 
The 
buildings

passed were deserted.’ their owners 
having realized their danger and got 
away. 
Not a human being was near- 
yes, one. 
Passing a mattress lying on 
the sidewalk, I heard a cry. 
Stopping 
I examined a diminutive bundle on it 
and unrolled a mite of a girl baby.” 
“She weighed twelve pounds.” put 
in Mrs. Kennedy. “You weighed her a 
few days after.” 
“Well, then,” continued her husband. 
“I unrolled : twelve pound baby. The 
most natural thing in the world to do 
was to pick up the baby and take it 
along with me.

TIMELY BREVITIES 


In tile transference of real estate 
the question frequently arises whether 
buyer or seller is liable for taxes fall­ 
ing due on or about the time of the 
transfer. Taxes due and payable prior 
to time of sale constitute an incum­ 
brance on the property and must be 
paid before clear title can be given. 
Taxes collectible after sale must be 
paid by the purchaser unless there is 
specific agreement to the contrary, as 
the land is always liable for the taxes, 
and the one who holds title is there­ 
fore accountable. 


In view of the forest fire experiences 
which the states of Montana, Idaho. 
Washington and Oregon have passed 
through the past two months it is fair 
to assume that there will hardly be 
any of the representatives or senators 
of any of these at Washington who 
from this on will be found opposing 
appropriations having ii view a more 
effective organization of the forest 
service, one of whose chief tasks is a 
patrolling of the national forests and 
a prevention of forest tires. The vast 
financial loss iii splendid tracts of tim 
ber burned and the destruction of 
homes and towns, coupled with an ap 
palling loss of life, will combine to 
drive home a lesson western people 
and congressmen will not soon forget. 


Perhaps the most unique method 
ever adopted for plowing or stirring 
the soil has lately been given experi­ 
mental test in Kansas and by a plant­ 
er near Spartanburg, S. C. It consist­ 
ed in drilling rows of holes In the soil 
three feet apart to the depth of four 
feet aud in these holes placing dyna­ 
mite cartridges with fuses attached. 
When 
all 
cartridges 
were set the 
fuses were ignited by a line of men 
provided 
with redhot 
irons. 
They 
passed rapidly down the field, the ex­ 
plosion occurring in a steady roar that 
was deafening and throwing clouds of 
soil and 
earth into the air to the 
height of thirty feet, the men 
being 
showered with it as 
it settled. 
This 
method of plowing was employed to 
break up a hard and resistant subsoil 
and did the job iii fine shape. 


-That the rank and file of farmers 
merely play horse at the hen business 
is indicated in the reports of census 
enumerators 
showing 
tile 
average 
number cf eggs produced yearly by 
the farm hen to be approximately five 
dozen—sixty eggs—while selected pens 
of laying breeds under intelligent care 
have records which nearly quadruple 
the above average 
The hen that pro

CUR CHIEF JUSTICES. 


W ith M a rsh a ll Cam e the Era of Lo n g 
T e rm s In Office. 
Chief Justice Fuller, who died re­ 
cently at his summer homo in Maine. 
Iu d continued in our time the tradi- 
th n of long service in that post cre­ 
ated by Chief Justices Marshall and 
Taney. 
I n*;l Marshall came into the court 
I fief tenure had been the rule for its 
presiding justices. 
John Jay served 
oi. v six years. 
He was succeeded by 
John Rutledge, the only chief justice 
to sit by a recess appointment. 
He 
presided over one term before the sen­ 
ate had a chance to act on his nomi­ 
nation. and, his mind having become 
affected by the time congress assem­ 
bled. the senate rejected bim. 
Oliver Ellsworth held the office only 
three years, resigning it after he had 
been sent to France on a diplomatic 
mission. 
Marshall’s great success in 
expanding the powers and influence of 
the court was due largely to his un­ 
broken tenure of thirty-four years. Ta­ 
ney. who followed, held the office 
twenty-eight years. 
Chief Justice Fuller approached their 
records with a service of twenty-two 
years. 
His two immediate predeces­ 
sors had shorter terms, Morrison It. 
Waite one of fourteen years and Salm­ 
on P Chase one of only nine years.— 
New York Tribune.

A pamphlet recently issued by the 
forest service recognizes three types 
of forest fires- namely, surface, ground 
and crown tires. The surface tire burns 
the surface layer of leaves, dry grass, 
brush and small trees; the ground lire 
burns the deep accumulation of vege­ 
table mold, while the crown fires ac­ 
company the surface tires aud burn 
the crowns of the trees. The surface 
fires, which are most common, kill 
seedlings aud young trees, but often 
do not destroy the larger trees. Ground 
tires occur only when the leaf mold 
has become very dry. are hard to ex­ 
tinguish—often burning all winter un­ 
der the snow—and usually destroy all 
trees, even killing the tissues of the 
roots. Crown fires usually occur only 
when surface tires are accompanied by 
a high wind.

THE WHITE PLAGUE. 


For the benefit of those who are tak­ 
ing up the matter of feeding special 
hog rations for the first time a para­ 
graph about tankage may be of inter­ 
est. This animal product, which, like 
oilmeal. gluten meal and blood, is 
very rich in protein, is manufactured 
from the waste products of the big 
packing houses, such as meat trim ­ 
mings, fat scraps, etc. These are put 
in a tank and subjected to excessive 
heat 
for several 
hours, 
when 
the 
grease is removed and the solid rem­ 
nants dried and ground aud packed in 
sacks. Some tankage, made from tile 
contents of the stomachs and bowels 
of slaughtered animals, is fit only for 
fertilizer and is usually labeled u.-> 
such. The use of tankage with corn 
as a ration for hogs has given excel­ 
lent results in feeding tests. Being a 
concentrated food, as it is, it should 
not constitute more than from IU to 20 
per cent of the ration.

N early $15,000,000 W ill Be Spent This 
Year In Fighting It. 
Official announcement of the sev­ 
enth international congress on tubercu- 
osis, which will include representa­ 
tives from every civilized country in 
the world, has been made by the Na­ 
tional Association For the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
The con­ 
gress will be held in Rome from Sept. 
24 to 30, IDU, aud will be similar in 
many respects to that held in \\ ashing- 
ton in the fall of 190S. 
The congress, 
which meets every three years, will 
be under the direct patronage of the 
king and queen of Italy. 
An American committee of one hun­ 
dred will be appointed as the official 
representatives of the United States. 
Meanwhile the National Association 
For the Study and Prevention of Tu­ 
berculosis is acting in that capacity, 
and its offices in New York will be the 
headquarters for Hie United States 
delegation. The secretary general of 
the congress is Professor Vittorio As­ 
con of Rome. 
As a direct result of the stimulus of 
the last international congress held in 
this country the American committee 
will be able to report that the number 
of tuberculosis agencies in this coun­ 
try has tripled in the three years.

worthless land, plat it and issue glow­

matter,

therewith the stolen records of other 
nearby bona fide fruit, vegetable or 
grain growing sections to serve as a 
bait for the always greedy and usual­ 
ly gullible public. In some cases the 
fraud perpetrated consists of selling 
at long prices land where there is so 
little soil above bedrock or hardpan 
that trees will hardly survive beyond 
the time when they are turned over to 
buyers at “bearing age.” 
In other 
cases the soil may be all that could be 
desired, but the tract is located iu ac­ 
arid 
or 
semi-arid 
section 
where, 
though grafter promoters who make 
guarantee of perpetual water rights 
have seemed to build irrigation sys­ 
tems, no water will ever be running 
when water is most needed. 
In other 
cases the land sold “uusight and un­ 
seen” may consist largely of Fbi pass­ 
able bogs, which have been iii the [last 
and will likely remain the stamping 
grounds of alligators, mosquitoes and 
malaria. 
All 
of 
these 
promotion 
schemes and others which might be 
listed are fraudulent and rotten, and 
the grafters who are backing them are 
just as guilty and even more detest­ 
able than the highway robber, who. 
whatever else can be said of him, is 
not a wolf in sheep’s clothing and 
doesn’t pose as a public benefactor. 
The south and west as sections pos­ 
sess marvelous and varied resources, 
can stand on their own worth aud 
merits and have a wonderful future, 
but they don’t need, neither are they 
helped, but rather given a black eye.

Mississippi valley rarmei 
wuom me 
papers told about the other day. Six 
years ago he bought four bead of 
Holstein cattle, paying $500 fo» them. 
As might have been expected, his

A fine white elm si,ade tree which 
the writer frequently passes has come 
to grief owing to the filet that years 
ago, when the head of the tree was 
forming, care was not taken to pre­ 
vent largo limbs growing up and out 
from the same point in tilt* trunk. In 
the case in question three were a1 
low’ed to do so. A couple of years ago 
one of the three large branches wras 
blown from the top ti) a heavy wind, 
aud a short time since a big split ap­ 
peared between the two remaining 
sections of tin* top. One of these is 
sure to come down soon, leaving but a 
skeleton of what gave promise of being 
a shade tree of remarkable beauty and 
symmetry 
The trouble might have 
beeu prevented when the tree was 
first set by so pruning it as to give a 
sturdy and well jointed frame. The 
same principle holds in the case of 
fruit trees, aud poor heads having 
weak joints should be remedied while 
the tree is young. 


At no time since Pacific coast fruit 
growers began shipping their produce 
to eastern markets has the fruit thus 
shipped beeu placed upon central and 
eastern markets in finer shape both as 
regards appearance and quality than 
has been the case this present season. 
Peaches, pears, nectarines and the 
several large varieties of plums have 
been displayed in the large and sinai! 
markets, and the sale has been un­ 
usually large. Without question Ril­ 
ls in part due to the scarcity of fruit 
in many of the centra! states, but tilt* 
large sale is also due to the fine qual­ 
ity and condition of the western fruit 
This in turn is the result of great!*:

F E R T I L I Z I N G 
O R C H A R D S . 
Last fall while the writer was mak­ 
ing a tour of inspection of the Hood 
river valley he noticed that one «»! 
the oldest as well as the most pro­ 
ductive Spitzenberg ranches in the val­ 
ley was growing a fine crop of clover 
beneath the spreading branches of the 
trees. This man had the right idea— 
namely, that crops of apples take fer 
tility from the soil, as do vegetable or 
small grain crops, and that to offset 
this depletion the laud must be re­ 
plenished with manures, commercial 
fertilizers or some of the legumes. 
The appearance of several orchards in 
the same valley which were heavily 
laden with fruit and some of it none 
too large—doubtless also aggravated 
by an unusually dry season—empha­ 
sized the importance of the above fact 
pretty forcibly 
Apple aud other fruit 
trees, like men and other living things, 
must have something to eat if they 
are going to do business. In sections 
somewhat farther south than the dis­ 
trict mentioned the legume treatment 
may be given an orchard by the use 
of cowpeas as a fall aud winter cover 
crop, 
plowing 
them 
under 
in 
the 
spring as green manure. If the laud 
to be sown to the peas has not grown 
them before it is worth while inocu­ 
lating the seed with nitrogen culture. 
-which will be sent out in limited quan­ 
tities by the department of agriculture 
at Washington with directions for its 
proper use. The peas should be sown 
during October, depending a bit upon 
the time of the rains, and will keep 
alive and make considerable growth 
during the mild winter months. Most 
of these highly cultivated orchard soils 
need both fertilizer aud humus, and 
the growing of cowpeas will furnish 
both elements in a very satisfactory 
way.

T he H ighest Clouds. 
During the last year a scientist a t­ 
tached to one of Uncle Sam’s bureaus 
at Washington has been engaged in 
measuring the height of clouds by pho­ 
tography. 
Simultaneous pictures of a 
cloud are made by two cameras placed 
600 feet apart and connected by tele­ 
graph wires. 
I rom the amount of dis­ 
placement of the cloud caused 
by 
viewing it alternately from each end 
of the 600 foot base line its height can 
be calculated. 
Some of the “mackerel 
sky” clouds photographed were seven 
and a quarter miles high. The loftiest 
clouds whose elevation was thus meas­ 
ured belonged to tin* type known as 
cirrus or “curl cloud.’’ tho height of 
which was a little more than seven­ 
teen miles.—Chicago Record-ll era Id. 


Conquering the Microbe. 
Iii 1892 diphtheria destroyed in what 
is now Greater New York 3,243 lives 
aud 4.530 in 1S94. 
Then in 1S95 the 
bacteriological laboratory re-enforced 
its microscopic work with the manu­ 
facture of diphtheria antitoxin. 
The 
deaths from the disease immediately 
diminished until in 1907 they had drop­ 
ped to 1,614, although the city had 
added a million to its population. 
In 
brief, the microbe by appearing as the 
cause of pathological conditions has 
showu how disease may be conquered. 
I f the death rate of 1892 prevailed to­ 
day the city’s annual mortality would 
be increased by 25,000 souls.—Robert 
W. Bruere in Harper’s Magazine.

T H E 
N E E D 
O F 
H U M U S . 
It is almost characteristic of many 
sections on the Pacific slope long crop­ 
ped to small grains th a t the soils are 
cold and stiff and resistant and greatly 
in need of a restoration of the supply 
of hum us which the soil originally 
possessed. This lack of humus lessens 
the capacity of the soil to retain mois­ 
ture. reduces its supply of plant food. 
in the case cf heavy soil increases its 
tendency to cement or run together 
and in tho case of light soil its tend­ 
ency to drift. Its presence in tin* soil 
means w arm th, lightness and friabil­ 
ity, an increase of the supply of nitro­ 
gen and an increased capacity for the 
retention of moisture. The supply of 
hum us may be restored to soil by crop 
rotation, 
by the plowing under of 
green cover crops and by a liberal 
spreading of barnyard manures, lf no 
m anure can be bad the evidence is 
pretty strong that a type of farm ing 
should be adopted which will produce 
some. 
If this is entirely out of the 
question green m anuring and rotation 
are the other w avs out.
